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Woman indicted in fatal crash

PAINTSVILLE — Fourteen indict- 
ments were issued by the Johnson Coun- 
ty Grand Jury Friday, including one 
charging a Johnson County woman with 
manslaughter. 

Myra Castle, 53, of Wittensville is 



charged with second-degree manslaugh- 
ter and operating a motor vehicle under 
the influence of alcohol/drugs first 
offense within five years. 

According to the indictment, on or 
before Aug. 16, Castle allegedly acted 
wantonly in the operation of her motor 
vehicle and caused the death of 18-year- 
old Casey Roger Mollett Jr. The indict- 
ment says she was operating her motor 



vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or other substances at the time 
of the crash. 

According to a press release issued 
just after the crash, Castle crossed the 
center line of the roadway and struck the 
motorcycle operated by Mollett on Rt. 
201 in the Sitka community of Johnson 
County. Mollett was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Johnson County Coroner 



J.R. Frisby. 

Castle was transported to Paul B. 
Hall Medical Center in Johnson County 
following the crash and allegedly admit- 
ted to having drunk vodka earlier in the 
day. She also agreed to submit to a 
chemical test. 

Castle pleaded not guilty to a DUI

Health 
exchange 
to open 
Tuesday

FRANKFORT — Kentuckians 
without health insurance can begin 
shopping for coverage next Tues- 
day through the state’s health ben- 
efits marketplace as required under 
the new federal Affordable Care 
Act (AC A), also known as Obam- 
acare. 

A vast majority of residents in 
Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and 
Martin counties currently have pub- 
lic or private insurance, according 
to the 2011 American Community 
Survey, a poll of the U.S. Census 
Bureau. 

A total of 13,426 people in those 
four counties are not covered by 
health insurance, the survey shows. 

In Lawrence County, 18.4 per- 
cent, or 2,509 people, are not cov- 
ered, while 17.2 percent, or 3,378 
people, in Johnson County do not 
have health insurance. 

In Floyd County, 17.9 percent, 
or 5,982 people, have no insurance, 
while 16 percent, or 1,557 people, 
in Martin County are uninsured. 

Gov. Steve Be shear announced 
recently that more than four out of 
five uninsured Kentuckians seeking 
health insurance through kynect, 
the state’s marketplace, will qualify 
for discounts to make insurance 
more affordable. He said that in 
certain plans, the discounts will 
completely eliminate monthly pre-

HUDDY — Three people 
died as a result of a car crash on 
U.S. 119 in the Huddy commu- 
nity of Pike County Thursday. 

Teshia Henry, 25 , of Prestons- 
burg; Ravon Howard, 43, and 
Bambi Davis, 48, both of Saly- 
ersville, died as a result of their 
injuries. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Kentucky State 
Police, Henry, operating a 2005 
Kia Optima, crossed the center- 
line and median of U.S. 119 into

Five-year sentence handed 
down to ex-deputy clerk

INEZ — The second of two deputy clerks who 
pleaded guilty to charges stemming from missing 
money in the Martin County Clerk’s Office was 
formally sentenced Thursday and immediately taken 
into custody after having delayed the sentencing for 
nearly two weeks. 

Tamberlyn Hairston was sentenced to five years 
in exchange for a guilty plea to abuse of public trust 
under $10,000 and four counts of second-degree 
criminal possession of a forged instrument. 

Hairston’s sister, Tonya Mills, 47, who pleaded 



guilty to abuse of public trust less than $10,000, also 
received a five-year sentence but was already in jail 
and received 154 days jail credit at her sentencing 
Sept. 6. 

Hairston was credited with the one day she had 
served in jail. 

About two weeks prior to Thursday’s sentencing, 
Hairston asked the court for mercy to allow her to 
attend her juvenile daughter’s first specialist visit 
and provided proof of her daughter’s illness, explain- 
ing that she had only learned about the illness the 
previous week and that test results showed her

charge in Johnson District 
Court, and officials said they 
suspected alcohol to be a con- 
tributing factor in the crash. 
Lab results are still pending. 

Mollett wasn’t wearing a 
helmet at the time of the 
crash, the press release said. 

Also named in indictments 



were: 

• Darwin L. Mollett, 67, of 
Meally, charged in two sepa- 
rate indictments with four 
counts of first-degree sexual 
abuse involving two separate 
children under 12 years of 
age. 

According to the first 
indictment, the first incident 
occurred during the summer 
of 2006, again during late fall 
to early winter of 2008 and 
again in early October 2010, 
all involving the same child. 

In the second indictment, 
involving a second child, the 
alleged crime occurred during 
the summer of 2008. 

• William Clifton Pelfrey, 
49, of Staff ordsville, charged 
with theft by deception over 
$ 10 , 000 . 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before June 1, 
Pelfrey allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully failed to dis- 
close a known lien or liens in 
excess of $10,000 on 222 
Bryant Drive, Staff ordsville, 
when he sold the property to 



Clifford and Sarah Maynard. 

• Eric N. Osborne, 40, of 
Sitka, charged with cultivat- 
ing marijuana, five plants or 
more, and first-degree persis- 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before June 26, 
Osborne, acting alone or in 
complicity with Karen Mull- 
ins, allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully cultivated over 
five plants. He is also a previ- 
ously convicted felon, the 
indictment says. 

• Jeffrey Laudermilt, 30, 
Christian Price, 29, and 
Michael Aaron Wright, 36, all 
of Hager Hill, charged with 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine/complicity. Laudermilt 
is additionally charged as a 
second-degree persistent fel- 
on. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Feb. 10, 
Laudermilt, Price and Wright, 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully 
manufactured methamphet- 
amine or with the intent to 
manufacture methamphet- 
amine was in possession of 
two or more chemicals or two 
or more items of equipment 
for the manufacture of meth- 
amphetamine. 

Laudermilt is also a previ- 
ously convicted felon, the 
indictment says. 

• Amanda Johnson, 26, of

miums for some individuals. 

In May, Beshear said that 
an additional 308,000 low- 
income or disabled Kentucki- 
ans, including 8,200 in Law- 
rence, Johnson, Floyd and 
Martin counties, would be 
able to get Medicaid coverage 
under AC A. The number 
includes 1 ,243 people in 
Lawrence County, 1,698 in 
Johnson County, 3,356 in 
Floyd County and 814 in 
Martin County. 

Those individuals, along 
with uninsured citizens not 
eligible for Medicaid, can 
sign up starting Tuesday 
through kynect, where they 
can compare monthly premi- 
ums and other costs like co- 
pays. Under the AC A, no one 
can be denied coverage for 
any reason, including pre- 
existing conditions. 

Those seeking health cov- 
erage through kynect will be 
asked to provide their age, 
home address, tobacco use 
and household income. 
Household income will deter- 
mine the amount of a dis- 
count. For example, a person 
earning up to 45,960 a year 
will qualify for a family, as 
will a family of four earning 
up to $94,200 a year, accord- 
ing to Beshear. 

Individuals can decide 
among several health plan 
options with differing month- 
ly premiums. Keeping 
monthly premium costs low 
generally means slightly 
higher out-of-pocket costs 
(such as co-pays when visit- 
ing the doctor); likewise, a 
comparatively higher month- 
ly premium usually means 
lower out-of-pocket costs. 

There is no average cost 
for health insurance through 
kynect - each individual or 
family must use kynect 
(online, toll-free phone num- 
ber or in-person kynector) to 
determine the personalized 
discount and choose the best 
plan for their needs. 

At a recent press briefing, 
Beshear provided multiple 
scenarios of individuals seek- 
ing insurance through kynect 
and their possible costs: 

• A 22-year-old single col- 
lege student earning $20,000 



per year could purchase a 
plan at $51 per month. 

• A 24-year-old single man 
with a pre-existing health 
condition earning $24,000 per 
year could purchase insurance 
for $98 per month. 

• A single 50-year-old man 
who smokes earning $30,000 
per year could purchase a 
plan for as little as $160 per 
month. 

• A mother with two chil- 
dren earning $40,000 per year 
can buy insurance for as little 
as $133 per month. 

• A couple with no chil- 
dren at home, aged 54 and 56, 
earning $34,000 per year 
could purchase a plan for $47 
per month. 

• A family of four (adults 
aged 40 and 44, two chil- 
dren), earning $70,000 per 
year, could purchase a plan 
for $403 per month. 

Under the AC A, states 
must certify that every health 
insurance plan offers cover- 
age for a uniform list of med- 
ical needs, called “essential 
health benefits.” In Kentucky, 
these benefits are more robust 
than previously required. 
Every health insurance plan 
sold in Kentucky now must 
include coverage for the fol- 
lowing: ambulatory patient 
services (medical care you 
receive without being admit- 
ted to a hospital, such as in a 
clinic or doctor’s office); 
emergency services; hospital- 
ization; maternity and new- 
born care; mental health care, 
including substance abuse 
treatment; prescription drugs; 
rehabilitative services and 
devices; laboratory services; 
preventive and wellness ser- 
vices and chronic disease 
management (routine physi- 
cals, screening, vaccines, 
etc.); and pediatric services, 
including oral and vision 
care. 

Individuals who sign up 
for coverage through kynect 
by Dec. 15 will activate their 
health insurance effective 
Jan. 1,2014. Enrollment will 
remain open, however, 
through March 31, 2014. 

Individuals can visit 
kynect.com or call toll-free

starting Tuesday to begin 
enrolling.

Howard and Davis were 
passengers in Henry’s vehi- 
cle. 

Henry and Howard were 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Pike County Dep- 
uty Coroner Mike Hall. 
Davis was transported to 
South Williamson ARH, 



Paintsville, charged with elder 
abuse or exploitation. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about June 11 
through June 22, Johnson 
allegedly acting alone or in 
complicity with others know- 
ingly exploited an adult, 
resulting in a total loss to the 
adult exceeding $300 finan- 
cially or other resources or 
both, namely Verlie Vanhoose 
of Paintsville. 

• Zachary Morris, 22, no 
address listed, charged with 
possession of matter portray- 
ing a sexual performance by a 
minor. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on April 13, 2011, 
through April 27, 2011, Mor- 
ris allegedly knowingly had in 
his possession or control at 
least two videos that depicted 
an actual sexual performance 
by a minor person, namely the 
video “Pedofile-uncle 
undresses and rapes 12-year- 
old niece .mpeg.” 

• Sara Dennison, 22, of 
Paintsville, and Joshua Cook, 
23, of Meally, charged with 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine/complicity and fourth- 
degree controlled substance 
endangerment to a child. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 25, 
Dennison and Cook, acting 
alone or in complicity with 
each other, allegedly know- 
ingly and unlawfully manu- 
factured methamphetamine or 
with intent to manufacture 
methamphetamine were in 
possession of two or more 
chemicals or two or more 
items of equipment for the 
manufacture of methamphet- 
amine. They also knowingly 
and unlawfully caused a child 
to be present when a person is 
illegally manufacturing a con- 
trolled substance (metham- 
phetamine) or possesses a 
hazardous chemical substance 
with intent to manufacture a 
controlled substance (meth- 
amphetamine), according to 
the indictment. 

• Charmin A. Clark, 45, of 
Keaton, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about July 9, 
through a period ending on 



July 31, Clark allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully 
took $2,635 in cash from 
Wildcat Grocery of Flat Gap 
while employed there. 

• Crystal Justice, 35, of 
Pikeville, charged with first- 
degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance and first- 
degree promoting contraband. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Sept. 6, 
Justice allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully was in posses- 
sion of 43 dosage units of a 
schedule II controlled sub- 
stance with the intent to traffic 
in that schedule II controlled 
substance, Oxycodone, and 
knowingly and unlawfully 
introduced, obtained or pos- 
sessed a schedule II controlled 
substance into the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by a 
grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review. 
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where she was also pro- 
nounced dead. 

The press release didn’t 
say whether Viars suffered 
any injury. 

The accident is under 
investigation by the KSP 
and accident reconstruc- 
tionist Trooper Bryan 
Layne, who was assisted at 
the scene by troopers Jason 
McClellan and Hoyt Smith, 
and KSP Dets.

ness owner requesting a wet / 
dry vote in Louisa is invalid. 

Hogan said that the city of 
Louisa’s fifth-class city status 
does not allow for a vote due 
to statutory changes that went 
into effect June 25. 

Under state law, only cities 
of the first four classes can 
place wet/ dry elections on the 
ballot. 

Louisa Mayor Teddy Pres- 
ton said Thursday that he has 
not been approached by any- 
one asking that the city take 
steps to become a fourth-class 
city. 

“Nobody has asked me 
about it, but I think it’s based 
on population, and if that is 
the case, we might not be able 
to anyway,” Preston said. “I 
will check into it to see, 
though, because I would like 
to find out and we might want 
to apply.” 

In his release, Hogan said 



Louisa “does not fall under 
the provisions of the statute 
that would enable it vote itself 
‘wet’ if a majority of voters 
chose to do so.” 

Businessman Gene Wilson 
recently opened a new hotel in 
Louisa and said in an inter- 
view with The Big Sandy 
News in June that he was 
interested in seeing Louisa go 
wet because Applebee’s has 
agreed to build a restaurant 
beside his hotel if they vote to 
go wet. 

A petition with signatures 
from voters in the city who 
were requesting a wet/dry 
vote was turned in in August 
to Lawrence County Clerk 
Chris Jobe’s office for valida- 
tion. 

Hogan said in his release 
that based upon the legal pro- 
visions, he advised Lawrence 
County Judge-Executive John 
Osborne and members of the 
Lawrence County Fiscal 
Court that the petition is 



invalid as submitted to the 
county clerk and therefore he 
cannot be legally accepted. 

“While I personally would 
oppose the city of Louisa 
going ‘wet’ as a resident of 
the town, my legal opinion is 
not based on my own personal 
feelings, but on Kentucky 
Law,” Hogan said in the 
release. “As a fifth-class city, 
the provisions of the enabling 
statute simply aren’t available 
here and the petition is inval- 
id.” 

Hogan also said in his 
release that due to the peti- 
tion’s overall invalidity, all 
other questions were moot, 
such as whether the majority 
of those who signed the peti- 
tion are legal residents of the 
city. 

“I am disappointed that 
this petition is not valid in its 
current state,” Hogan said in 
the release. “Regardless of my 
own personal views, I support 
the people being able to 



decide for themselves by a 
popular vote what direction 
they want to go. However, I 
must follow the law and abide 
by what it says.” 

Special assistant to the 
commissioner of the state 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board Trey Hieneman said 
last Wednesday that the 
changes in the statutes would 
require the city to be reclassi- 
fied and that it would take a 
vote by the General Assem- 
bly. 

“As to the benefit of 
becoming a fourth-class city, 
that could be better explained 
by the League of Cities,” 
Hieneman said. “They would 
also be able to better explain 
what qualifications would 
enable them to be eligible for 
consideration to the new class 
they are seeking.” 

Prior to the changes in the 
statute, a fifth-class city was 
eligible for a wet/ dry election. 
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CLERK: Ex-employee

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daughter had a tumor. 

The court granted the 
request and allowed her to 
continue to remain free until 
the Sept. 19 sentencing. 

Hairston was in tears as 
was her family as she was led 
from the courtroom to begin 
serving the sentence. 

Hairston and Mills were 
indicted in December 2012 on 
charges of abuse of public 
trust shortly after State Audi- 
tor Adam Edelen released the 
findings of an audit of the 
clerk’s 2011 financial state- 
ment and found a number of 
problems, not only with the 
2011 financial statement but 
also in a review of the 2012 
accounts in which more than 
$16,000 in un-deposited cash 
receipts were discovered. 

Hairston and Mills were 
fired from their job by their 
mother, County Clerk Carol 



Sue Mills, in August 2012 
after funds were reportedly 
found missing from the office. 

According to her indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 9 
through July 14, 2012, Mills 
obtained and dealt with public 
money or property subject to a 
known legal obligation to 
make a specified payment or 
disposition as her own, by 
intentionally failing to make 
the required payment or dis- 
position of the property when 
she retained for her use funds 
of the clerk’s office in an 
amount over $10,000. 

According to Hairston’s 
indictment, on or about March 
17, 2011, through June 21, 
2012, Hairston, also known as 
Tammy Perry, obtained and 
dealt with public money or 
property subject to a known 
legal obligation to make a 
specified payment or disposi- 
tion as her own, by intention- 
ally failing to make the 



required payment or disposi- 
tion of the property when she 
retained for her use funds of 
the clerk’s office in an amount 
under $10,000. 

On Oct. 15, 2011, Hairston 
was allegedly in possession of 
a forged check made to Kathy 
Preece in the amount of $350, 
with the intent to defraud; on 
Oct. 21, 2011, she was alleg- 
edly in possession of a forged 
check made to Tim Smith in 
the amount of $175 with the 
intent to defraud; on Oct. 28, 
2011, she was in possession of 
a forged check made to Kathy 
Preece in the amount of $420 
with the intent to defraud; and 
on Nov. 11, 2011, she was in 
possession of a forged check 
made to Kathy Preece in the 
amount of $320 with the intent 
to defraud. 

The missing funds have 
reportedly been paid back to 
the clerk’s office.

3 ways to 
speed up 
your 

computer's 
boot time

As computers age, they 
naturally slow down - 
especially when they’re 
starting up. It’s just a fact. 
It isn’t a fact you have to 
live with, though. There 
are some simple steps you 
can take to speed up a 
slow-booting computer. 
Cue the “Hallelujah Cho- 
rus.” 

Now, the reason startup 
gets slow is that there’s too 
much information for the 
computer to load at once. 
So, you need to trim the 
fat. These simple steps are 
the knife. 

1 . Ditch the non-essen- 
tials 

Your computer is load- 
ing a whole bunch of pro- 
grams at startup. Some, 
like your security pro- 
grams, are crucial. Other 
programs, maybe not so 
much. 

Go to Start»All 
Programs»Startup. Any 
programs or files in this 
folder will start when you 
turn your computer on. 
Simply delete the program 
or file icon to stop it from 
starting. 

If you find a program 
you never use, you might 
as well just remove it com- 
pletely. You can use Win- 
dows’ built-in uninstaller 

For something a bit 
more powerful, check out a 
free third-party program 
like Revo Uninstaller. 

Of course, the Startup 
folder isn’t the only place 
programs run from. You 
can use another free pro- 
gram Autoruns to find the 
rest. It lists the programs 
set to start during boot and 
what each program does. It 
even knows enough not to 
remove essential programs 
like your security software. 

I recommend disabling 
programs before you 
decide to remove them. 
That way if you acciden- 
tally disable something 
you need, you can easily 
turn it back on again. 

2. Delay the inevitable 

You will probably find 

programs that should start 
automatically, but don’t 
need to start right away. 
For example, an instant 
messenger program can 
start after your security 
software. 

Here, free programs 
like Startup Delayer and 
TopWinPrio will start pro- 
grams one by one, instead 
of all at once. You can even 
set the order. 

This won’t make the 
individual programs load 
any faster, but it will take 
strain off your system. 
Your computer should be 
more usable while they’re 
loading. 

3 . Delete the clutter 

Your programs them- 
selves might be cluttered 
with unneeded informa- 
tion. It might be image 
caches, history files or 
temporary files. If they 
have to check this informa- 
tion when they load, that’s 
just more things for the 
computer to process. 

The freebie CCleaner is 
a simple way to remove 
this clutter. Just stick with 
the program’s default set- 
tings. You might mess up 
some of your programs if 
you don’t. 

CCleaner also includes 
a registry cleaner. Cleaning 
the registry doesn’t do 
much speed- wise for mod- 
ern computers. However, 
broken registry entries can 
cause errors on startup. So, 
running the registry clean- 
er might be useful from 
time to time. Just be sure to 
let CCleaner make a back- 
up in case something goes 
wrong. 

Bonus Step 

You might think about 
leaving your computer 
turned on. Contrary to 
what many people believe,

release said. These initia- 
tives are part of the Afford- 
able Care Act, which 
requires most U.S. citizens 
to have health insurance 
beginning Jan. 1, 2014. 

A primary goal of the 
Affordable Care Act is to 
help uninsured, eligible 
Americans gain access to 
affordable healthcare. 
Financial help to lower 
costs is also available for 
people who qualify. 

Americans will be able 
to find health plans on the 
Marketplace that cover a 
comprehensive set of ben- 



efits, and they cannot be 
denied coverage based on a 
pre-existing condition. 
Some of the health benefits 
include preventive care and 
wellness services, doctor 
visits, prescription drugs, 
hospital and emergency 
department care, lab ser- 
vices, pediatric services - 
and more. 

Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia have chosen to 
expand Medicaid coverage 
beginning January 2014. 
This expansion will 
increase eligibility limits 
for adults to 133 percent of 
the Federal Poverty Income 
Level (equivalent to an 
annual income of about 
$15,290 for one person). 
This will open Medicaid 
coverage to a new popula- 
tion, including childless 
adults.
